1. Any bid which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may 
be rejected by the auctioneer, if, in his judgment, such bid would be 
likely to affect the sale injuriously.

The Association will, however, 
afford to purchasers every facility for employing at current and 
reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, however, without any 
assumption of responsibility on its part for the acts and charges of 
the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the pur- 
chaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and 
thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in caring 
for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself responsible if 
such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 
within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Association 
of the correctness of the description, genuineness or authenticity of any 
lot, and no sale will be set aside on account of any incorrectness, 
error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not noted.

(born in Salem in 1766), the first American yacht of note and the first yacht 
to cross the Atlantic. Sumptuously outfitted and furnished, “Cleopatra’s 
Barge” left Salem in 1817 and sailed for the Mediterranean. One of the 
romances of the voyage was the widely disseminated rumor that it was 
Captain Crowninshield’s intention to rescue Napoleon Bonaparte from the 
Island of St. Helena and to bring him to America. Certain it is that those 
of the Bonaparte family, settled in Rome, were exceedingly friendly to 
Captain Crowninshield. In 1916 a Memorial Exhibition, to commemorate 
the centenary of the yacht’s building, was held at the Peabody Museum in 
Salem, Mass.
